Tuesday night Councillors Shrimpton 
Schulte and Miner, accompanied by 
Supervisor Ranson Renton, of the 
Provincial Agrichitural Department, 
and Col. A, EB, Myatt, visited the local 
| Park, and gave it the once-over in 
| connection with the weed menace. 

They were horrified to find the in- 
fested condition, especially in relation 
|to the infamous Sow Thistle and the 
Canadian Thistle. The decision ar- 
rived at was to have all the grass cut 
at once, and use any other efficacious 
method or treatment that will eradi- 
| cate the obnoxious weeds, 

Col. Myatt gave a very practical 
demonstration of the effect of a 
chemical treatment upon the thistles, 
which had been operated upon on 
Saturday last. They were certainly a 
| sick looking outfi¢ in comparison with 
their brothers which had not been sub. 

jected to the course of treatment, 
covered by the Colonel’s prescription. 
| Col. Myatt claims that three treat- 
ments will absolutely destroy either 
thistles or dandelions, 

The preparation is an inexpensive 
powder, and is most advantageously 
used when the dew is upon the plant, 
and certainly is well worth the most 
careful investigation into its merits. 

The condition of the park has be 
‘come so infested that efficient meas- 
ures are required, and also quick ac- 
tion in order to save the park from 
destruction, which would be the re 
sult if the Supervisor should order the 
land to be plowed which he has 
power to authorise. ‘ 

Mr. Renton, on the other hand, is 
|a great lover of nature, and is a real 
| enthusiastic over the beauties of the 
local park, and is anxious to do any- 
thing else that would be equally effec- 
tive, and at the same time save the 
| park, 

In any event, the weeds have got to 
go, is Mr. Renton’s slogan, and the 
Councillors are giving him their best 
support in attaining the goal in sight.

BRITISH COLUMBIA NOW 
SHIPPING VEGETABLES EAST 
—-o— 

VANCOUVER, B. C.—For the first 
time in the history of British Columbia 
green vegetables were sent from Van- 
couver to Montreal and Toronto. 
British Columbia fruit is well estab- 
lished in the Eastern markets and 
potatoes ‘from this province have been 
shipped to Ontario and Quebec in large 
quantities on occasions when the 
potato crop in those provinces has been 
light.
